o'clock the men were intro luced to the com­ 
pany . 
Connors weig hel i5S pounds, Lewis 
170 pounds. 
Fred Goodwin was announced 
as referee. 
When time was called the men attacked 
each other like tig ers. 
Lewis g ot his arms 
about Connors’ neck and l>oth went down, 
Connors striking on his side. 
Both reg ained 
their feet. 
At his earliest convenience Con­ 
nors rushed at Lewis and butted him above 
the left ey e, cutting p. g ash fully an inch long . 
Finally Lewis g ot a g rapevine lock on Con­ 
nors and broug ht him to the floor, seeming ly 
sq uarely on his shoulders. 
A 
fall was 
claimed, but disallow« >d. 
After a savag e 
strug g le in which Lewis delilwrately butted 
Connors in the mouth, the Chicag o man g ot 
another hold on Connors, and both w'ent 
down. 
Lewis g ot the strang le hold on Con­ 
nors and was choking him, when Connors’ 
brother rushed in, and after striking Lewis 
pulled him off. 
Then followed an ex citing scone. The crowd 
y elled and the ex citement was at fever heat. 
The referee announced no fall and no claim 
of foul allowed. The men went to their dress­ 
ing -rooms. 
Time of the bout, 33 minutes. 
After IS minutes’ rest time was called ag ain. 
Goodwin declare« ! before they came on that 
he would call a foul cn tho first man who in­ 
dulg ed in butt ing . 
The men clinched ag ain. 
Connors deliberately butted Lewis twice, 
when Lewis called a foul, and the referee 
g ave him the fall. 
The second Lout was very brief. 
Connors 
g ave the big follow the shoulders, and turn­ 
ing him, both landed. 
Connors’ 
second 
claimed a fall, which was allowed. 
Third bout—After eig hteen minutes work 
Lewis g ot a g rip oil Connor's throat, with 
both wrists pressing on his windpipe. 
Con­ 
ners’ brother ag ain rushed in an« l pulled 
Lewis off. 
Then followed another alarming 
scene. 
Men mounted the stag e from every 
side, ami a free lig ht s« *emed inevitable. 
Lewis was pulled to his corner, but broke 
away , and rmhing to the middle of the plat­ 
form met Connors. 
A battle with first 1*?- 
tween them was only avoided by the interfer­ 
ence of friends. After q uiet had l>een par­ 
tially restored tho referee g ave the fall to 
Connors on a claim of foul which settled the 
match.

RIVER AGAINST RAILWAY. 


The Inter-State Law Hailed na the Bene­ 
factor of the Waterway . 
C in cin n ati, Ohio, J une 14—A conv ention 
of steam boat owners of the 
w estern and 
northern riv ers and the northern lakes was 
begun here Monday . The meeting is the re­ 
sult of a call issued in Pittsburg, May 30, by 
prominent steam boatmen. 
Its purpose as 
stated in the call is an interchange of v iews 
and to make such arrangements jointly as 
will inure to the mutual interests of steamboat 
owners. 
Capt, W. J . Kuntz, of Pittsburg, 
was elected permanent chairman and J . D. 
Parker, of Cincinnati, permanent secretary . 
The chairman stated that the object of the 
meeting was to form a permanent org aniza­ 
tion for the defense of their interests ag ainst 
the encroachments of the railroads. 
The con­ 
vention would be called upon to take action 
in reg ani to the nppointmenfc of a g eneral 
superintendent of the steamboat interests, 
whose duty it shall be to take cog nizance of 
any complaints of a violation of the inter­ 
state law by railroads in discriminating in 
rates. 
The receiving of proper pay by the 
steamlx mtmen for all river transportation 
would also l e among the objects to be at­ 
tained throug h the creation of such an office. 
The « lay was spent in hearing short ad- 
dresses, all the speakers ex pressing t he opin­ 
ion that the inter-state law had come to stay , 
and that, therefore, universal prosperity was 
in stoie for those eng ag ed in water transpor­ 
tation. 
After appointing a committee to ar­ 
rang e a plan of work the convention ad* 
journo« ! for the day .

AN EXT ENSIVE F ORGER CAPT URED. 


A Year*» W« » rl< of n D etectiv e Rewarded by 
the Arrest of H is Man. 
W abash, Ind., June 14.—About t« *n day s 
ag o two brothers named Fowler arrived at 
Rich Valley , five miles east of her« *, an l aj>- 
plied for farm work,

South and Central America nrc awaken­ 
ing and attracting the attention of enter­ 
prising men here and in Europe more 
than ev er before. 
A few* day s n# o some 
account of the progress of the Argentine 
Republic, drawn from official rejx irts, 
was sent y ou. 
The republic of Chili, 
which will soon be in intim ate connection 
by transcontinental railway s with the 
Argentine Republic, io also rapidly de­ 
v eloping its great resources; and Chili has 
the great adv antage tluit it has had for 
more than half a century , an orderly and 
firmly established gov ernment, and enjoy s 
a high financial credit. 
Chili has, according to the last census, 
about 3,000,000 of people. 
Its foreign 
trade, imports and ex ports, amounted last 
y ear to $110,000,000, the ex ports ex ceed­ 
ing the imports in v alue by $10,000,000. 
It p ossesses more than twenty banks, with 
deposits of ov er $70,000,000. 
The geographical configuration of Cliili, 
long and narrow, with a coast line, and 
more than fifty seaports, makes the 
country unusually independent of rail­ 
roads « 3 means of communication. 
But 
she was the first of the .South American 
nations» to introduce railroads and tele­ 
graphs; and while Brazil, Peru and the 
Argentine Republic hav e a greater mile­ 
age, Chili still, in proportion to popula­ 
tion, stands at the head both in railway s 
and telegraph lines. 
Of the latter, she 
has 15,000 kilometers in operation; of 
railway s 2.500 kilometers in ojieration, 
with 3,000 more in process of construction. 
The national finances of Chili liav e al­ 
way s been ably and conserv ativ ely man­ 
aged. 
By the last rejKirts the annual ex ­ 
penditures are $34,000.000, and the re­ 
ceipts $30,000,000. 
Tlir« ** millions are 
dev oted to public instruction, which is 
free, as in the United ¡States, in ull grades, 
and the country has 1.500 
primary 
schools, attended by more than 100,000 
children of hot*, sex es. 
In spite of her 
costly war with Peru, the public debt of 
Chili amounts to but $s’ 0,o00.000, and 
she has recently refunded her old foreign 
debt in a new 4 1-2 j t r cent, loan lor ov er 
$28,000,000, which was taken at par by 
the Loudon Rothschilds. 
It would seem 
from tills that the financial credit <»f the 
little republic is secondj only to that of 
the United States, Great Britain arid 
France. 
Aside from its agriculture, which is 
highly prosperous. Chili is v ery rich in 
mines of coal, cooper and silv er, and in 
the possession of guano and nitrate de­ 
posits. 
She ex ports large quantities of 
wheat to E urope, and Chilian wines aro 
'oeginning fo attract attention in France, 
prizes hav ing been awarded them at the 
last ex hibition in Bordeaux . 
The Ar­ 
gentine republic is Chili's Ix v it market at 
present for her wines, and as her coal 
will also find a market there, the policy 
.of Chili has been of late to further the 
progress of transcontinental railway s; and 
the Cliilian senate lias recently unani­ 
mously v oted a subsidy to be med in 
completing the gap of 1*10 miles to con­ 
nect their railroad sy stem with that of 
the 
Argentine 
republic.—Washington 
Cor.

The Hat lie o f Lelp« !« W o n by Can no n 
M ade o f Tanned HI« le» ~T)ie lte iu lt. 
It is perhaps not «Very well known, but 


leather cannon have been actually tried 
on the battlefield, and what is more, 
turned the tide of one of the greatest 1 Kit­ 
tles of modern times. 
The inventor of 


leathern artillery was a certain Col. 
Robert Scott, a Scotchman, in the service 
of Charles I of England. 
The m ilitary 


science of that day was exceedingly crude, 
and tlie moans of warfare were cumbrous 
and difficult of use. 
The Field piece's 


particularly were great machines cf iron 
and brass, immensely unwieldly and un­ 
manageable. 
Col. Scott set to work to 


solve the problem of making guns more 
portable, and yet without loss of pro­ 
jectile force. 
Whether the lines quoted 


were in vogue at that time or not is not 
known, but the fact remains that the in­ 
genious colonel came to the conclusion 
that for the purpose he had in view there 
was “ nothing like leather.” 
Of hard­ 
ened leather, therefore, he constructed 
guns and experimentally tried them. The 
result was they were pronounced supe­ 
rior to guns made of brass or iron. 
But like many an inventor since his 


time, lie could not make his own coun­ 
trymen see the value of his discovery. 
King Charles snubbed him and m ilitary 
men laughed at him. 
But it was the day 


of the Dugald Dalgettys, when soldiers of 
fortune abounded and a warrior could 
easily betake himself from one nation to 
another and find plenty of war on his 
hands. 
It was the time of the Thirty 


Years’ W ar, so the Scotch colonel raised 
a company of 200 men and went over to 
Sweden, where he placed himself and his 
leather cannon at the service of Gustavus 
Adolphus. 
The great Swede, who was 


the bulwark of the Protestant forces, ap­ 
preciated the ability of the Scotchman 
and the value of his invention and made 
him quartermaster general of his army. 
After five years of service with Gustavus, 
he went to Denmark and was made gen­ 
eral of artillery in tire Danish army. 
Up 


to this time there seems to be no record 
of the use of leather guns in actual battle, 
but the fame of Col. Scott spread back to 
England, and King Charles I now de­ 
sired to obtain tlie services of his own 
subject.. -Scott accordingly returned and 


led w ith open arms by Charles, 


much floaor upon him, and 


ibstantial tokens of )iis favor. 
I, however, did not live long to 


"favor of his sovereign, nor to 


know of the greatest triumph of his in­ 
vention. 
He died in 1631, and a monu­ 
ment erected to his memory may still lx> 
seen in a churchyard in London, which 
represents him as an armor clad, fierce 
looking man, wearing a heavy mustache 
and a pointed lteard. 
In the very year of the colonel’s death 


the effectiveness of his leathern artillery 
was amply proved on the memorable 
Held of Leipsic, when, Sept. 7, 1031, 
Gustavus Adolphus ac hieved his splendid 
victory over tlie imperialists under Gen. 
Tilly. Jt is said that it was owing to the 
invention of CoL Scott tlri,t the, victory 
was obtained 
The guns were found to 


be so easily portable that a small battery 
could fly front) one part o f the field to 
other and thus artillery ' bd brought* to 
bear when most nee^f^ jT thlhg impos­ 
sible to the heavy cannoit^f that period. 


.„Certain it is that leathern irtffTery was 


used in tliis great battle by Adolphun, I 


L earning to F ly . 


In flying, as in bicycle riding, the

first lesson of a tamo kittiwoke gull. 
After a long probation in trying his 
wings, at last several times in calm 
weather he flew as high as the after rail, 
about a foot, and lighted upon it, but 
made no effort to go overboard. Finally, 
on a calm day, he was placed in the 
water, but he showed great terror, swim­ 
ming close to the boat, and was soon 
taken in again.

He appeared to be ter­ 
rified also when first bathed in a bucket, 
but when placed in a basin, where he 
could stand with his feet on the bottom, 
took much pleasure in bathing.

He knade no efforts tow’ard prolonged 


flight until one day, after our return to 
Annisquam, I took him to the door and 
threw him gently from an elevation of 
about ten feet. 
Instead of flying slowly 


to the ground, as I had anticijiated, the 
bird sailed off a hundred feet at least, 
turned, flew liack over the house and 
through the tret's, avoiding obstacles and 
soaring with perfect ease and very sw ift 
motion round and round the area of the 
house. 
Very soon, however, he began to ap­ 
proach close to me and scream as if in 
distress. 
It was evident that he was 


tired and wished to alight, but did not 
know how to stop. 
Finally, by suddenly tlirowing up my 


arms as he came toward me, I succeeded 
in arresting him; and he literally tumbled 
against me and fell on the ground. 
His 


excitement w’as very great, and would 
have started again of his own accord, if 
I had not held and quieted him. 
He w as 


wild with delight. 
I started him again when rested, and 


precisely the same scene was re-enacted; 
and he did not learn to alight by liim sclf 
until after several flights.
